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MELBOURNE  CUP  OWNER'S  RUN 
MATCHED  THAT  OF  HIS  HORSE 


Many  members  will  recall  the  fre¬ 
quent  and  welcome  visits  of  Mr.  H.  A. 
(Bert)  Wolfe  to  our  Club  over  a  long 
period  of  years  when  he  wrote  for 
Melbourne's  leading  papers  as  Turf 
Editor  and  enjoyed  the  Club's  honorary 
Press  Membership  privileges. 

Members  eagerly  sought  his  com¬ 
pany  because  he  had  a  deep  racing 
and  thoroughbred  raising  background 
and  knowledge  and  was,  above  all,  the 
raconteur  perfect. 

One  of  his  best  stories  related  to  the 
1908  Melbourne  Cup  winner,  Lord 
Nolan. 

Bert  is  grandson  on  his  maternal 
side  of  a  famous  racing  man,  John 
Mayo,  who  was  nicknamed  “Wizard  of 
the  West"  because  of  his  many 
triumphs  with  horses  he  brought  from 
his  Maitland  stables.  These  included 
two  Melbourne  Cups  with  Lord  Cardi¬ 
gan  in  1903  and  Lord  Nolan,  1908. 

Bert  spent  much  of  his  early  life  on 
the  Mayo  property  where  he  learned  the 
secrets  of  breeding  and  racing  from  the 
richest  possible  source. 

Bert  tells  how  he  was  taken  to  Mel¬ 
bourne  for  the  1908  Cup  trip  by  his 
grandfather  and  spent  most  of  his  time 
among  the  notable  champions  of  that 
period. 

On  Cup  day  they  set  off  early  for 
Flemington  on  foot  leading  their  preci¬ 
ous  Lord  Nolan  and  just  as  they  neared 
the  gates  of  the  course,  Bert  drew  his 
grandfather's  attention  to  a  funeral 
cortege  approaching  from  the  opposite 
direction. 


Mr.  H.  A.  (Bert)  Wolfe,  an  eminent  Melbourne 
newspaper  writer  on  racing,  and  for  a  period 
Chairman  of  Stewards  for  the  Queensland  Turf 
Club.  Mr.  Wolfe  has  retired  and  now  resides  in 
Sydney. 


Now  it  was  a  well  known  superstition 
of  the  time  that  no  luck  could  possibly 
come  your  way  if  a  funeral  crossed  your 
path.  Here  was  a  dilemma  indeed  for 
John  Mayo  with  his  horse,  backed  for 
all  he  could  muster  at  the  time,  at 
100/1. 

John  thought  and  acted  quickly. 
Frock  coats  and  toppers  were  the  vogue 
of  the  day,  and  crushing  his  hat  down 
firmly  over  his  brow  he  tucked  his  coat¬ 
tails  round  his  waist  and,  shouting  to 
Bert  to  run,  he  bolted  at  full  speed  for 
the  racecourse  gates  to  get  through 
them  before  the  funeral  could  cross 
their  path. 

Bert  said  they  made  it,  but  only  by 
observing  a  speed  which  comparably 
matched  that  to  be  pulled  out  by  Lord 
Nolan  later  in  the  day  when  he  landed 
the  Cup. 

Puffing  and  blowing,  the  Wizard  of 
the  West  dropped  his  coat  back  around 
his  knees,  loosened  his  hat,  and  with 
the  huge  bandanna  handkerchief  they 
used  in  those  times  mopped  his  fevered 
brow. 

“Just  made  it,"  he  declared,  adding, 
“We'll  win  the  Cup  now  that  we  escaped 
that  terrible  omen." 

And  he  was  right. 

Lord  Nolan  had  been  indeed  well  and 
truly  tried  for  a  Cup  in  which  he  had 
but  6.10,  and  had  much  up  his  sleeve, 
as  he  subsequently  proved  by  winning 
the  Leger  at  Randwick  and  weight-for¬ 
age  plums. 

Mr.  Wolfe  adopted  as  pen-name  the 
name  of  Mr.  Mayo's  first  Cup  winner, 
Cardigan,  when  he  wrote  for  The 
Referee  in  Sydney,  and  The  Argus,  and 
finally  The  Herald  in  Melbourne. 

Between  newspaper  jobs  he  became 
chairman  of  stewards  for  the  Queens¬ 
land  Turf  Club  in  Brisbane,  and  con¬ 
trolled  racing  in  a  manner  which  gave 
the  leading  Northern  Club  such  deep 
satisfaction  that  committeemen  did 
their  utmost  to  persuade  him  to  stay 
when  finally  he  wished  to  resign  and 
return  to  journalism. 

His  evidence  before  a  Royal  Com¬ 
mission  for  a  second  Brisbane  race¬ 
course  helped  substantially  to  establish 
Doomben,  which  quickly  became 
famous  for  the  biggest  sprint  race 
prize  in  Australasia,  even  outstripping 
the  notable  events  on  the  Sydney  and 
Melbourne  racecourses. 

Mr.  Wolfe,  who  retired  from  journalism 
a  few  years  ago,  is  now  living  in  retire¬ 
ment  in  Sydney  and  welcomes  his 
many  friends  when  they  visit  him  at 
50a  Ocean  Street,  Woollahra  for  a  chat 
about  “the  real  good  old  times".

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WORK  COMMENCES  ON  NEW  RANDWICK  GRANDSTAND 


A  Club  member  heads  the  con¬ 
struction  company  which  is  build¬ 
ing  the  new  $3  million  grandstand 
at  Randwick  Racecourse. 

The  member,  Mr.  R.  C.  (Dick) 
Baker,  is  the  managing  director  of 
Mainline  Constructions,  the  com¬ 
pany  which  has  the  contract  for 
the  erection  of  the  new  stand. 

The  Baker  family  is  well  known  in 
Club  circles. 

Dick  has  been  a  member  for  eight 
years  and  his  father,  Mr.  C.  A.  Baker, 
joined  Tattersall's  in  1955. 

The  new  stand  will  provide  amenities 
for  racegoers  equal  to  any  in  the  world. 

It  will  be  located  between  the  mem¬ 
ber’s  stand  and  the  present  main 
public  grandstand. 

Sections  of  these  stands  have  been 
demolished  and  Mainline  expects  to 
complete  the  new  stands  by  December 
of  next  year. 

The  seating  tiers  will  give  excellent 
vision  over  the  course  and  although 
some  small  sections  of  the  existing 
stands  will  have  views  obstructed,  the 
new  stand  is  designed  to  be  extended 
as  part  of  a  master  plan  for  the  whole 
racecourse,  as  further  finance  becomes 
available. 

Architects,  Peddle,  Thorp  and  Walker 
studied  overseas  trends  before  design¬ 
ing  the  new  stand  which  will  be 
basically  an  in  situ  concrete  structure 
with  pre-cast  concrete  seats. 

The  cantilevered  roof  will  be  con¬ 


structed  of  post-tensioned  pre-cast 
concrete  units. 

The  new  section  provides  seating 
and  amenities  for  members  and  the 
public. 

The  access  to  most  important  parts 
of  the  existing  members’  stand  and 
grandstand  and  the  new  stand  will  be 
greatly  improved  by  the  installation  of 
moving  footways. 

The  space  under  the  stand  will  be 
clear,  except  for  columns,  to  allow  the 
present  width  of  access  from  lawn  to 
bookmakers’  ring. 

The  first  floor  will  contain  a  central 
kitchen  and  the  air  conditioning  plant 
for  the  stand. 

The  second  floor,  for  members  only, 
will  have  seating  for  1,828  members. 

A  section  of  this  will  be  directly  in 
line  with  the  winning  post.  Behind  this 
seating,  and  in  enclosed  air  conditioned 
space,  are  twenty  tote  windows,  six 
stands  for  bookmakers  and  pay-out, 
cloak  room  and  a  stand-up  bar. 

Three  rows  of  seating  form  a  gallery 
on  the  third  floor  for  committee  and 
guests,  seating  sixty  in  the  committee 
area,  and  72  in  the  further  area. 
Behind  this  open  gallery  are  the  com¬ 
mittee  rooms  and  a  members’  dining 
room  seating  300  comfortably;  most 
of  these  with  an  excellent  view  over 
the  whole  course. 

Similarly  the  members’  bar  on  this 
floor  will  have  comfortable  seating  and 
an  excellent  view  over  the  course.  All 


except  the  gallery  seating  will  be  air 
conditioned. 

The  fourth  floor,  which  is  the  second 
level  of  the  grandstand  seating,  pro¬ 
vides  for  at  least  1,100  people,  allow¬ 
ing  a  proportion  of  this  section  to  be 
sub-divided  into  private  boxes  which 
can  be  leased  for  long  or  short  term 
periods. 

These  boxes  will  have  service  by 
stewards  from  the  snack  bar  and  from 
a  special  liquor  bar,  and  will  seat  three, 
five  or  seven  people,  as  required. 

Behind  this  seating,  in  an  air  con¬ 
ditioned  space,  will  be  twenty  totalisa- 
tor  windows  and  stands  for  six  book¬ 
makers  and  pay-out,  bar,  a  large  snack 
bar  and  cloak  room. 

In  air  conditioned  space  on  the  fifth 
floor,  with  an  excellent  view  over  the 
course,  there  will  be  a  restaurant  seat¬ 
ing  at  least  240  people  with  its  own 
cocktail  bar  for  about  40  people. 

In  another  section  of  this  floor  will 
be  an  oyster  bar  and  liquor  bar. 

Mullionless  glazing  will  allow  an  un¬ 
interrupted  view  over  the  course  from 
this  level. 

Both  the  fourth  and  fifth  floors  will 
be  accessible  by  moving  footway  to 
those  in  the  existing  grandstand. 

The  existing  judges’  box  will  be 
demolished  and  the  judges  located  in 
a  room  suspended  from  the  roof  of  the 
new  stand.  Also,  the  Press  commenta¬ 
tors  and  photo-finish  camera  are  to  be 
located  in  adjoining  rooms,  as  well  as 
a  battery  of  floodlights  for  the  finishing 
line  at  twilight  meetings.
